F’--- young men, armed with re- 
volvers, held up the store of the St. 
Louis Refining Co., 1005 Pine street, 
at 9:15 a.m. today. L. B. Moss, a 
member of the firm, informed the 
police that the robbers escaped with 
@ package of diamond jewelry and 
unset diamonds, the value of which 
he roughly'estimated at between 
$60,000 and $75,000. 

Edward Extein, 4246 Flad avenue, 
another member of the firm, had just 
arrived at the store with the pack- 
age, which he had taken from: a 
safety vault in the Night and Day 


Bank, where the firm rents a safety 
deposit box. Charles Shaplin, the 
third member of the firm, and Miss 
Bernice Moss, 19 years old, a daugh- 
ter of the senior member of the firm, 
were behind the counter. 
Forced Employes Into Back Room. 

Extein placed the package on top 
of the showcase counter and started 
toward a rear room, when the rob- 
bers rushed into the store. They 
were followed by Miss Helen Dawnes, 
20, of 4030 Oakland avenue, an em- 
ploye of the store, who was just re- 
porting for duty. The robbers or- 
dered Extein, Shaplin and the two 
girls into a rear room and command- 
ed them_to lie on the floor. One of 
the robbers kept them covered with 
a revolver, ot 

After searching the cash compart- 
ment of a safe, the outer door of 
which had previously been opened 
by a member of the firm, the rob- 
bers snatched the package fror the 
counter and ran out, followed by the 


4 one who had _ stood guard a. the 


door of the rear room. 

As the front door of the store was 
slammed shut by the robbers, Ex- 
tein, Shaplin and the girls ran from 
the rear room. Mir; Dawnes, the 
first to leave the room, told the po- 
tice that she saw the robbers’ auto- 
mobile going east -on Pine street. 
Shaplin and Extein ran out and 
yelled for help. The girls telephoned 
to police headquarters. 

Girl Tells of Robbery. 

When policemen and detectives 

arrived a few minutes later Shaplin 


and Extein were weeping hysterical- 


‘ly and were unable to give a coherent 
account of what had taker place. 
The girls were calm, though some- 
what unnerved, and Miss Moss re- 
lated the following story: 

She was seated at a desk behind 
the counter when Extein entered the 
store with the package of diamonds. 
Shaplin was, behind the counter ar- 
‘ranging a display of jewelry. Ex- 
tein had reached a point about mid- 
way of the counter and had just 
placed the package on the showcase 
when the four men, wearing caps 
and light colered overcoats, ran into 
the store, leaving the door open be- 
hind them. - 

“It's a stick-up,” the men shouted 
in chorus, and as one of them was 
grinning Miss Moss believed a joke 
was being perpetrated. 

At that moment Miss Dawes: ar- 
rived at the store. The robbers 
stepped aside to let her pass and 
then ordered her to join the others 
and get into the back room. Extein 
was a bit slow and one of the rob- 
bers threatened to kill him. 

Moss, who is father-in-law of Ex- 
tein and also related. to Shaplin 
through marriage, arrived af the 
store a few minutes after the police. 
When informed of what had taken 
place he, too, became hysterical and 
it was some time before a_ state- 
ment could be obtained from him. 
He said that the firm had made ap-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—With- 
drawal of foreign. postoffices in 
China was informally agreed to in 
principle today by the Far Eastern 
Committee of the Washington con- 
ference and a resolution to that ef- 
fect will be drafted by a subcommit- 
tee authorized to work out details 
of the plan. . 

The question of extraterritoriality, 
the gradual abolition of which was 
agreed to in principle yesterday, was 
not considered by the nine nations 
represented in the Far Eastern com- 
mittee at today’s sitting. 

The informal agreement with re- 
ispect to withdrawal by the foreign 
Powers of the postal service main- 
tained by them in China, it was 
stated, was not final, but the aub-;

mittee to deal with foreign postoffi- 
ces was talled to meet later in the 
day.

DR. LORENZ TELLS OF NEW 
SURGICAL OPERATION 


“Bifurcation of the Femur” or New Manner of 
Treating Dislocation of Hip, Successful, 
Viennese Surgeon Proves. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Dr. Adolf 
Lorenz yesterday made known a new 
and important surgical operation, 
which he announced and proved by 
X-ray and motion pictures he has 
performed in 20 cases with great 
proportionate success. 

He calis the operation “bifurcation 
of the femur.” In plainer English, 
i: is done this way: 

Say there is a dislocation of the 
hip joint, either congenital or caused 
by disease. This particular disloca- 
tion cannot be reduced—the round 
knob at the top of the thigh bone 
cannot even by the exercise of ex- 
treme skill, be replaced in its socket. 

In his new operation, Dr. Lorenz 
bifurcates, make a two-pronged fork 
of the head of the thigh bone. The 
dislocated end, the round prong, re- 
mains where it is—as has been said, 
it cannot be replaced. But the sharp- 
er end of the new bony fork enters 
the socket of the joint and so renders 
that leg useful. And, by and by, na- 
ture, most wonderful healer of them 
all, adapts the socket to the new end 
of the bone it receives. 

Leg May Be Shorter. 

And, most wonderful of all, .the 
other fork of the bone reconnects 
itself by bony tissue to the fork that 
has replaced it in the socket and 
so reinforces it that the leg is, in 
most cases, pretty nearly as good as 
new. It may be a trifle shorter, but 
that is easily corrected by a high 
heel, and the patient, instead of hob-; 
bling on crutches, only limps almost 
imperceptibly. 

The Viennese orthopedist told of 
this in Jersey City at the loca] head- 
quarters of the State commission for 
the rehabilitation of persons handi- 
capped physically. That is its ad- 
mirable purpose, whatever is its offi- 
cial fame. Lorenz was there at the 
invitation of Dr. Frederick H. Albee, 
professor of orthopedic surgery at 
the New York Post-Graduate Hos- 
pital, who lives in Jersey and is deep- 
ly interested in rehabilitation work 
there. 

In the oubiende were Dr. John 
Nevue, director of the Jersey City 
hospital; Dr. Gordon K. Dickinson, 
chief of the rehabilitation clinic; 
Col. Bryant, commissioner of labor; 


Dr. D.C. English, editor of the Jour- 
nal of the New Jersey State Medical 
Society, and others who keep New 
Jersey healthful. 

To give emphasis and conviction 
to his pictures, Lorenz added ea “‘liv- 
ing motiorf picture,” Mra. Theresa 
Wuxer, 123 West 116th street, a 
pretty woman who could not take a 
step until Lorenz operated on her 
when she was 10 years old. She 
demonstrated her gratitude for his 
skill by walking up and down the 
aisle with quick and graceful gait. 
She is married and has a baby. 


Performs One Operation. 

Lorenz examined some _ crippled 
children and gave advice on their 
treatment. He has performed one 
surgical operation in a public clinic 
since his arrival a week ago at the 
dispensary of the hospital for joint 
diseases, 123d street and Madison 
avenue. His patient yesterday was a 
young man who had a “stiff knee,” 
due to a malformation of the lower 
end of the left thigh bone. 

Dr. Henry W. Frauenthal, chief 
surgeon of the hospital was in active 
charge ef the clinic; his assistants 
acted as such for Dr. Lorenz. 

One most deeply interested specta- 
tor was Commander William Sea- 
man Bainbridge, M. C., U. 8. N., 
chief surgeon at Brooklyn navy yard 
hospital and professor of surgery at 
the New York Polyclinic Medicai 
School. 

The operation Dr. Lorenz per- 
formed is called “osteofomy of the 
femur,” and by another technical 
name even more complicated. In 
plain English, the Viennese cut the 
thigh bone a little above the«knee 
joint. He did it by introducing a 
surgical instrument which may be 
compared to a minutes very cheap 
chisel. Then he struck the head of 
the chisel with a little mallet until 
the chisel’s edge was half through 
the bone. Then with his hands he 
broke the bone completely, adjusted 
his ends, and his assistants bandaged 
the leg, just. as a twig is easier 
broken after cutting half through it. 

If all goes well, when the bone 
knits the patient’s knee will work 
well on ites hinge. The result will be 
effected the more surely because 
certain muscles and ligaments which 
held the joint still were cut too. 

This was the only operation.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Possibiy we have 
socled off enough since our own solemn refer- 
endum upon this moot matter to be interested 
in what is being said here of the League of Na- 
tions. It is the first time we have had with us 
since the Paris conference any of the spokesmen 
for some of the fifty-one nations comprising the 
league, and sufficient flme has elapsed to give 
this opportunity value. In the frst place, what 
is being chiefly worked at here—the limitation 
of naval armament—could not with any hope af 
success come before the league, inasmuch as 
2ur OWn country, the second naval power, is 
not a member. 

Nevertheless, the league exists and its mem- 
bership is steadily growing. It is not that all 
these nations believe in the concert too much as 
& means of composing the present difficulties 
among them. Rather is it that they see in it 
the beginning of true international concert out 
of which peace can in time emerge. They do not 
believe there is any way but this: and however 
imperfect and feeble its beginning, they are 
taking that way. 

“You got us into it” an Englishman said to 
some of us. “We were reluctant to join, but 
now we have foined we are going to stick. It 
will be as difficult to get us out as it was to 
get us in. whichis a characteristic of Engiand.” 

Many of the foreigners now in Washington 
were never in America before. They would all 
giadly see more of this country than they are 
to see and would like to understand us better’ 
t is mot easy to explain to them what we feel 
about the League of Nations. if we indeed know 
how we do feel about it. One does not know 
what to, think of their expectation that we are 
to join at length. Probably they can say for 
us there what we cannot muster courage to say 
for ourselves. We have in our hearts still some 
of the hurts of conflict, fmst as there remain 
‘m the hearts of France and Germany hurts 
from the war that are far from healed. It may 
De that we can see the future for those two 
countries easier than they themselves can see 
it. The British, for instance, think the French 
exaggerate the danger that Germany may at- 
| em. The French have that on their 
nerves. They are hysterical about it. Briand 
telling their reasons for maintaining a big army 
reminds one of Bernhardt. If you have heard 
and seen Bernhardt you have heard and seen 
Briand.

Around this time the President 
fell suddenly ill and took to his be 
That the illness was serious is evi- 
denced by the following letter which 
Dr. Grayson wrote mé: 
PARIS, April 
Dear Mr. Tumulty: 
While the contents of this letter 
may possibly be somewhat out of 
date by the time it reaches you, 
nevertheless you may find some- 
thing in it of interest. 
This has been one of the most 
complexing and ‘trying weeks of 
my existence over here. The Presi- 
dent was taken violently sick last 
Thursday. The attack was very 
sudden. At 8 o’clock he was ap- 
parentiy all right at 6 he was 
seized with violent paroxysms of 
coughing, which were so _ severe 
and frequent that it interfered 
with his breathing. He had fever 
of 103. and a profuse diarrhoea. I! 
was at first suspicious that his 
food had been tampered with, but 
it turned out to be the beginning 
of an attack of influenza. That 
night was one of the worst through 
which I have ever passed. I was 
able to control the spasms of 
coughing but his conditon looked 
very serious. Since that time he 
has been gradually improving. év- 
ery day so that he is now back at 
work—he went out for the first 
time yesterday.

Passersby and workmen rush to the 
two fallen men—Alexander Berar- 
dell and Frank Parmenter.

kind of training. 

Froebel, with his never-failing in- 
sight into the needs of the develop- 
ing child, has given us among oth- 
ers, the’ Mother-Play of “Falling- 
Falling.” This, as well as the “Play 
With the Limbs” and “Pat-a-Cake,” 
should be used with the very tiny 
baby as sooa as he shows signs of 
conscious activity. 

Babies always respond with pleas- 
ure to exercises with the soles of 
the feet pressed against the palms 
of the mother’s hands, and to the 
careful moving of the arms up and 
down. These simple exercises be- 
gin to differentiate their members 
for them, thus giving them early 
coutro] of their bodies. ‘‘Pat-a-Cake” 
comes next and then “Two Little 
Dogs That Are Walking a Mile,” 
rlayed with the feet thus: 

“Two little dogs are walking a mile, 
T'wo little dogs are crossing a stilc; 
Cioss over, cross over, cross over.” 

During the first two lines lift up 
the baby’s feet successively as 
though walking in the air, and for 
the last line cross over alternately. 
Next comes rciling over on the bed 
and pulling up by the arms, first a 
little, gradually all the way, before 
the baby tries to stand or walk. As 
soon, however, as he begins to pull 
himself up by objects, show him sta- 
ble ones that will not rock or move. 
From then on it is all a matter of 
first lessons in using his most im- 
portant tool, himself. 

At the age of 2 a child who is nor- 
mally strong and has been properly 
trained can do any of the following 
things, adding to his activities al- 
most hourly. He can climb on 
chairs or other objects, by which he 
can steady himself. He can walk and 
run with ease, also balance against 
moving objects such as a go-cart. 
He can open and shut doors, draw- 
ers and boxes, and fit covers or stop- 
pers to their proper openings.
